A partner not registered could then draw 
out all the money from a firm, and if the 
firm’ became bankrupt-they could not touch 
him, They could no more inquire then who 
wae'a partoer," His further argument, 
however, that thera is no such legislation in 
Great Britain, may be ruled out at once. 
It is a much easier matter at Home to 
identify a partoor, and harder to deceive 
the Official Receiver, than itie in the case 
of Chinese in Hongkong and the Straits. 
Tn Hongkong, particularly, as we pointed 
out five months ago, it is easy for an 
absconding debtor to cross over to China by 
a thirty cont passage on a Canton steamer, 
and so be able to laugh defiance at any 
weight of evidence got to prove him partner.

Some information as,.to the number andj 


character of schools where foreign subjects are 
taught here may be'of intorost to your readers, 
Tam not very woll- versed in the details of 
mirsionary cducational work, which is, I believe, 
mostly elementary, There is » large school for 
girls in connection with the American Pres. 
pyterian mission at Kukfan, but English is not 
taught. The Christian College, which has 
‘Intely moved from Macao to the island of 
Honam, is well staffed, and gives s. good prac. 
tical education in many branohes; its. work and 


influence should increase rapidly. The work at’ 


this ccllexe i only ednoational; bat all the 
missions éngage in educational work-as well as 
in Christian and philsathropical. . 

Of seoular schools with foreign staff ‘there aro 
‘at present only two —the Tang Mon Kun and the 
Bus Kadoorie school.. Tha former, a Govern- 


meat’ school, has heon in existoneo for forty, 
years aad hus turned owt sowie promiziont then, 


It possosies four departments. English, French, 


Rassion, and Japanose, of which tho English’ 
in the oldest. At this school there are some. 


200 studenta, mostly Manohns and Bannermen, 
Under the new regulations a B.A. degree, 
‘which qualifies for the holding of magisterial 
office, can be obtained at the ond of five years. 

Tho Ellis Kadoorie School is in Honam. 
‘There was formerly ‘another branch in the 
‘Western Suburbs, bat this achool was closed 
reoontly. 
boya on its books, and is doing well. 

Apart from these. two there are | the 
Great’ School, or university, snd the Middle 
School, in the. Western Suburbs. English is

28 a martinot. Stories of his severity and evea 
cruelty are oirculated-in the native press, but’ 
I find on inqniry that those are exaggerated, 
the truth being that any discipline is. obnoxious 
to the Chinese,-so Chou, who has been described 
to mo asa vory smart and officient man, “iy 
tnaligned. The naval college : at’ Whampoa, 
which has beon in, oxistenos for some. years,
